The follovring is the summary of events vvhich have taken place 
since the arrival of the last mail:— 

"The hon. company"s steamer Sesostris, v”hich at the date of the 
last despatch vvas feared to have been lost in the hurricane of the 
90th ult,, has made her appearance, “The disturbances in the Goom- 
soor districts seem, for the present, to be quelled.

"The promise vvas given 
vrhen the life of an individual depended on it , vvhere it fallen from, 
the plea of the circumstances under vhich it vvas made vould 
assuredly not exempt us from the obloquy of having broker faith , 
should it be acted on, tavo men vill be set free vvho avovvediy in- 
tended to commit a mürder, The Sikh trophy guns are about to be 
Tecast to form a triumphal arch or column. A rumour prevails that 
Lord Hardinge vill quit India on the 1st of danuary, 1848. Pro- 
found tranquillity continues throughout the Punyaub. Mafor Lav- 
rence is putting in practice the same style of reform on the İrontiev 
vvhich has for some time been in progress at the capital, Acconnts 
have been called for, so as to permit an exact estimate to be made of

"TTvvo ArROc100S mürders have been committed by a Malay sailor. 
Ön coming back from sea he vveht to the house of a former mistress, 
and vvas refused admission to reside vyith her, He left the house, 
and shortly after returning, found another marı had taken his place, 
Upon this he stabbed the man, vvho died on the Spot, vvounded the 
vvoman, vho died almost immediately aftervvards, İnlured a third and 
fourth, one of evhom lies in a dangerous state in the .eeyeebhoy 
Hospital, "The man at once permitted himself” to be madc a pri- 
soner, 

Ho Koxa.— This mail brings important political nevs from 
China. Sir dohn Davis vith General y Agüilar left Hong Kong 
Vvitlk an expedition to Canton at daylight, on the 94 instanş, consist- 
inz of H. M. steamer Vulture, H.M. brig Espiegle, H. C. steamer 
Pluto, the chartered steamer Corsair, and one or tv/o Lorches, vvith 
about 900 troops,  Nothing vas knovrn of this movement till late in 
the afternoon of the 1st. They captured the Bögue Forts and 
several others in the river, v”here 879 guns vere spiked, and landed 
at the factories in Canton at 3 p.m. on the 3d, being out 36 hours 
from Hong Kong harbour, Sir 1ohn Davis communicated imme- 
diately vvith Keying, vvho vvaited upon Siz dohn at the British con- 
sulate, and though the obiect of the expedition has not been entirely 
knovvn, the result published shovs rapid success in obtaining redress 
for insult to the Queen, and concessiəns to the demands of Sir 2ohn 
Davis for greater convenience of trade and comfort to the merchants. 
"The vehole vvas concluded satisfactorily in a fevv days vvithout loss of 
life to the British, and only qne or tvvo casualtics to the Chinese, 
though every preparation vvas made to attack the city. The expedi- 
tion returned on the 9th, having been absent one vveek and 12 hours, 
AlI has been quiet since at Canton, and a small force left at the fac- 
tories, in case of any disturbance from the mob.

THE CURRENCY AND THE PROTECTIONISTS. 
YVrar vill the promised measure of Lord George Bentinck or of 
his friend be, vith reference to the legislation of 1844, and the 
vicious principle of the Act of 1819 ? Tüis is a question of the 
greatest moment at the present ğuncture. Our fears are excited by 
the reports at present rife, that Lord George has committed the 
arrangements of the bill to be introduced into the House of Com- 
mons to Mr. Baring, vho certainly made some excellent remarks 
in obyection to the existing lav, but vho vill, it is to be feared, 
proceed, in vhat he has to propose, upon the principles indicated 
in the pamphlet ust published by his relative Lord Ashburton. 

No man sees more clearly than Lord Ashburton the absurd 
action of the bill of 1844, vehich he thus deseribes — 


The last notable settlement of this endless controversy vvas by the 
Bank Charter Bill of 1844, and the great leaders on both sides of the 
House of Commons are resolved to defend it, in spite of the unfor- 
tunate fact, that on the first occurrence of vvhat is called.a erisis, the 
failure is apparent in the evidence of a state of embarrassment and 
difficulty never exceeded, Mere speculative reasoners defer.d their 
theories vviuh suflicient obstinaey , but men vvho are, viho have been, 
or vvho expect to be ministers of states, cannot so easily afferd to be 
in the vvrong, Or to confess themselves to be nət infallıble, İt is, 
therefore, stoutly maintained in the House of Commons by the 
leaders of both parties and their numerous partisans, that, look about 
you as you may for the cause of our difficaltes, the last charter of the 
Bank, vith its vvhimsical restrictions and provisions, vas an act of 
absolute vvisdom ş and if it be hinted ıhat it has failed upon the very 
first experiment, the ansvver is ready, vehich during nearly half a cen- 
tury that İ have növ vatched these questions has invariably been 
given by every successive minister, that the stupid Bank directors — 
those scapegoats so convenientiy at hand —have spoilt thə visdom of 
the legisiature, 5 "€ 0“. Nov, my obieet in appearing before 
the public is to endeavour to maintain, svith as fev vords as the case 
vvill permit, the opinion 1 gave svhen the Charter Act vas before the 
House of Lords, that the expectations: entertained of this infallible 
panacea vvere unfounded, that it vvould only vvork in fair vveather, 
vvhen restrictions of all sorts are inoperative and immaterial—that it 
could not fail to break dorvn under the first difficulty —and Uhat it 
is, in fact, a serious aggravation, if not indeed he actual cause of the 
distress vve növv experience, 


His lordship further states that — 


"The nature and extent of ihese embarrassments are too notorious 
for it to be necessary to dvvell upon them at any length. A very 
short time azo the interest of money vas at 91 and 5 per cent, 
everybody found it diflicult to emnplov their capitalş nov nöbody 
ean obtain it for the best security under 8, 10, or even 19 per cent, 
"The stagnation of the most legitimate trade is completeş the manu- 
facturer stops his vvorks, the minister is obliged to double the in- 
terest of his Exchequer bills, and is still at a 108 to give even a 
decent appearance to public credit ş vhile Mr. Brovrn, a merchant of 
the first credit and character, representing South Lancashire, tells the 
House of Commons, “ that the alarm and vvant of confidence vvere 
such that orders for human food to the United Siates and other 
countries vvere İn many cases countermanded, prudent honses not 
ehoosing to risk their credit by being drav-n upon, until they should 
see vhat steps Government might take to restore the healthy action 
of trade.” On the ocher hand, orders for the manufactures of the 
country cannot be executed, by vvhich ve vvere to be enabled to pay 
for this food, because the entire stagnation of the circulation pre- 
vented the ordinary operations of eredit by vhich alone such transac- 
üions can be conducted, "There is no class in a country. vhere the ma“ 
ehinery of its economy is so complicated, vvho do not suffer under 
this strange state of” things, from the richest capitalist to the poorest 
mechanic vho lives by his daily labour, 

It is hoveever, unhappily, too vell knovn that Lord Ashburton, 
though, in his public appearances, he gives the force of a case vrith 
clear perception and great experience, generally drops into a spirit 
of concession before he eloses, that has the effect of neutralising 
all he had previousily advanced. Thus, for instance, after pro- 
eeeding, through the greater part of the pamphlet in vhich he 
shovrs that the reliance on a gold base to our curreney is imprac- 
ticable and mischievous — that the funetions of capital and cur- 
reney should never be confounded in considering a monetary 
question, that the act of 1819 vvas erroneous in principle — and 
that vere the cirenlating medium placed on a sound and suflicient 
basis, there vould be abundant means of employing the industrial 
operations of the nation, his lordship exhibits his dangerous can- 
dour by a series of obieetions to railvay investment, and, as vil) 
be seen by the folloving passages, descends to absolute drivelling. 

Again, observes his lordship : 

"The subyeet of the present commercial and financial distress could 
not vvith any propriety be dismissed vithout taking into consideration 
some other circumstances vvith vrhieh it is intimately connected, 
A mong these, the enormous demand of capital for railroads stands 
foremost. There can be no donbt that the extensive engageinenis of 
uhese gigantic adventures, vehich have been suifered by successive 


administrations to gröv up vithout the slightest attention to the pro- 
portion of their vvants to the means of the country, area material, 


probabiy a principal, cause of our monetary difliculties, 

"The vriter here appears to lose sight of the fact altogetber, that 
money is something separate from either capital or vrealth, that it 
is in fact, as the noble lord elsevrhere observes, “ but a shadov” 
of eapital—“ the small change by vrhich the transaetions are liqui- 
dated,” and vhich of course does not, in any respeet, inhere in the 
public veorks on vhich it is employed. 

Another instance of the same elass of inconsisteney is tö be 
seen in the manner in vrhich his lordship, so needlessiy, gives a 
sneer at a body of men vho have honourably persevered against 
that monstrous aet of inğustice—the act of 1819, VVe refer to the 
Birmingham economists, Tt is true that these gentlemen hinge 
their oblections more on restriction upon the quantity of money 
than upon the importance of consulting the quality of the national 
circulation, for vhich ve contend, namely, that it should be issued 
by the Exchequer, and bear the anthority of the Crovn on the 
face of itş that it should not be of intrinsic value, but be €on- 
vertible into gold, or nüy other commodity, at the market price of 
such conmodity, But still the vievrş of these monetary €c0n0- 
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mists are practical and useful to the eause of truth and Şustice, 
and deserve to be respectfully treated even in high places. 


It is singular that, in proportion to the abstruse nature and inhe- 
rent difliculties of” a subyect, men are apt to be positive and dögmati- 
cal in their theories, undaunted by adverse experience and repeated 
disappointments. "The various schemes for regulating the action ef 
banks have been propounded vith unhesitating confidence, and pro- 
nounced to be unfailing, although every real trial of this great practi- 
cal problem proves that it still remains to be solved ş and even the, to 
me, alvays unintellizible theories of the Birmingham school of phi- 
losophers are still maintained vith perseverance by persons of great 
ability, vho seem unconscious that, beyond the circle of iheir ovn 
tovvn, thr vvhole vvorld is against them. 

Nov, vhat is it for vhich the Birmingham economists eon- 
tend? VYVhy, for the repeal of the Bank Charter Aet so condemned 
by Lord Ashburton, and for an enlarged issue of  notes under le- 
gislative authority, including, as a provision for the absence of 
gold, v"hich Lord Ashburton desires, and in accordance vith a 
former recommendation of his lordship, the use, among others, 
Of one pound notes, Let us see vhat the noble lord himself pro- 
posed as means of reltef in 1825 — ust that for vhieh the assailed 
economists contend as having been useful, and indeed vhich, as 
his lordship vell shovs, saved the country in 1825. Thus re- 
marks Lord Ashburton in accordance vith the vievs of those of 
vrhom he complains, — 


The necessity and pressuro vere purely domestic : vhat vvas 
vvanted vas something vvhich everybody vvas disposed to trust as a 
substitute for vhat everybody distrusted ş and the paper of the Bank 
of England ansvered in such a state of things the purpose as vvell as 
gold : it may be said to have done so even better, as being more 
transmissible, and reaching more readily and rapidiy the points 
vvhere it vvas vvanted, 

İn this state of things the remedy for the difliculty vas obvious 
and unanimousily agreed to by us, Alıhough the Bank had no 
specie left, a large additional issue of” notes vas made, and: about 
1,500,000/, of those of 1/7 vehiclr vere accidentally found to be in exist- 
ence vvere circulated ş the relief vas immediate, the country reccived 
a circulating curreney in vhich everybody Zad: endire confidence, aüd 
the useless göld vvas retuyned to the Bank, The: notes by this pro- 
ceeding vvere increased from 19,748,000/, in December, 1825, to 
23,479,0002, in March, 1896 and having served to relieve the pres- 
sure, they gradualiy subsided before the end of) that year to their or- 
dinary amount again of: 19,951,0002, vvhile the bullion in the Bank 
vvas successively increnased by this increase of” paper in opposition to 
the theory of” 1844, vehich presumes from such cause a necessary 
diminution. 

In illustration of a remark ve made in the outset, as to his lord- 
ship"s proneness to damage, if not to destroy, vhat he has pover 
fully proved by uncalled for admissions, the noble lord thus con- 
cludes a pamphlet vhieh, but for these obyectionable passages, 
vould, as a record of his individual opinions, have been a valuable 
contribution to the “ üst eurreney ” cause. 


I could not treat this general subyect vithout again recording my 
opinion about a silver standard, but 1 cannot recommend that it be 
acted upon till the opinions of the best public authorities change, for 
I must admit that they are generaliy agüinst” me, 1 trust: that the 
country vvill not for a long time see this question proved by the dis- 
tresses Of vvar, “The political horizon is ecalm and. quiet enough at 
present, and 1 may at my age fairly hope not to outlive the reign of 
the gold standard. 

İt is hardiy necəssary to nötice at any length the proposals, from 
some quarteys of no great authority, of returning in iengland to the 
circulation of” notes under 52 1 cannot see that any telief” to our 
large dealıngs: could result from such small expedients, "This mea- 
süre could only tend to drive gold coin out of the present circulation, 
and confinc it to the coffers of he Bank ş it vvould give little facility 
in the circulation of our millions, vrhile it vvould largely promote the 
trade of forgery, 16 could only be during a total suspension of 
specie payments that small notes vvould be vvanted, but in the event 
of such a misfortune they vould be indispensable, 

VVe vill only observe, vith reference to the last paragraph, that, 
according to his Lordship”s ovn shoving, one pound notes saved 
the country in 1835, v”hen there vas no Bank Restriction Act. 

Our hope for early success, hovrever, springs into exercise vhen 
vee recollect in vhat terms Lord George Bentinck impressively 
finished a poveerful speech directed against the legislative net of 
1844, in the recent debate in the House of Commons. (Ve are 
confident that the Noble Lord never uses emphatic language vith- 
out meaning to sustain it. After deseribing the complete failure 
of the measure, his lordship concluded vith vords vhich ought 
not to have been quoted except to record a most solemn, nay, 
an asseverating determination of purpose : thus observed his lord- 
ship, vvith reference to the Act of 1844, in the parabolic language 
of our blessed Saviour (Luke, xili, 7.) — “ Behold these three 
years I came seeking fruit on this fig tree and find none ş cut it 
dovrn, vrhy cumbereth it the ground.” 

VVe understand that a petition to the House of Commons, from 
the merchants and bankers of the city of London, is in course of 
signature, asking for important ehanges in the principle of the 
Monetary Aet of 1844. From vhat ve have heard, ve have 
reason to conelude that this petition vill represent the experienced 
difficulties of the elasses only from vhich it emanates, In all 
probability, it vill propose a oint standard of silver and gold, 
and the investment of the Government vith a pover to nuthorise 
the Bank to extend their issues on Governnent securities ş but 
the manufacturers, traders, railvay proprietors, and agriculturists 
of the kingdom vill soon find that this vill be a very insuflicient 
ehange for £2eir purposes, Restriction is the bane of our existing 
system, Provision for safety is all vhieh a Government has a 
right to interpose, As vvell might Parliament attempt to restriet 
the quantity of potatoes, or of vyheat, that should enter into the 
market of London, as to put a limit to the quantity of money for 
an groving and an adventurous population like that of Great:

The eg gs are to be set 
on the small end, so near as to touch each other, and. the interstices 
to be filled vith salt, the vvhole to be covered vith a stratum of the 
same article, and another layer of eggs deposited in the same manner 
as the first, 1n this vvay the cask may be filled, If the eggs are 
deposited on their large ends, the yolk vill adhere to the shell, and 
become putrid.

SAND STORM.

these enlightened men none are more deserving of honourable men.- 
tion than the Society for promoting Christian Knovledge, Once

SAND STORMS, 


In the hot sandş deserts of Arabia, Africa, and other places, the vind from 
particular quarters is rendered hot and dry in passing over the heated surface of 
(he sandy vvaste , and vhen violent, it raises the sand in clouds suffici-nt to 
darken the air, or forms it into columus vhich move about like v.ater-spouts in 
the desert. Such a storm is called simoom in Arabia, and sirocco in Africa. 
The Arahs are said to perceive İts approach by a sulphurous smell, and an un- 
usual reduess in the quarter vhence İt comes. The sky, usualiy serene and 
cloudless, becomes overcast : the vhole atmosphere appears to be on fire ş the 
dust and sand arelcarried high into the air, vhich assumes a reddish, or bluish, 
or yellovish tint, according to the nature and colour of the ground from vhich 
the düst arises. The yellov, hovever, alvays more or less prevails, la stormy 
simoom, vitnessed by Burckhardt, he says that a pretty correct idea of the ap- 
p“arance of the air may be formed, in looking through a glass of a light yellov, 
colour, During these storms the heat is very eppressive, Burekhardt has seen 
the thermometer stand at 1210 in the shade, and such is the dryness of the air, 
that vvater sprinkled on the ground is dried up in a fev minutes, "The most dis- 
agreeable effect of this hot air on man is, (hat it stops perspiration, dries up the 
palate, and produces great rostlessness. 

VVhen a sand-storm overtakes travellers in the open desert, they sometimes 
He flat on the ground until it passes over, as these storms alvvays move at a cer- 
tain height in the atmosphere. "he camels and other animalı also bov dovn 
their heads and bury iheir nostrils in the sand. The danger is said to be greatest 
vrhen the vind blovss in squalls, vhich raise up so mucli sand that it is impos- 
sible to see to the distance of a fev” yards. “ mn these cases, the traveller gene- 
rally İes dov on the İce side of his camnel , but as the desert is soon blovn up 
to (üə level of its body, both are obliged frequentiy to rise and replace themseives 
İn a nev” pnsition, in oruer to avoid being entirely covered. 1n many instances, 
hovever, from veariness, faintness, or sleepiness, occasioned by the great heat, 
and often from a feeling of despair, both men and animals remain on the ground, 
and in tventy minutes they are buri-d under a load of sand.”” The simoom 
usually lasis three days, butof it exceed that time it becomes İnsupportable, 1n 
İs less violent degree, it vill blov for hours vith little force, although vuth op- 
pressive heat, 

Mr. Bückingham describes one of these sand-storms as commencing vith a 
dull red mist, not unlike the sun-rise Skies of northern climates $ and soon after- 
vrards forming large columns of sand and düst vhich vere vvhirled up into ühe 
nir, and carried along in a body over the plain vith a slovr and state y motion, 
"" One of these, apparently from 80 to 100 feet in diameter, vas certainly of suffi. 
cient force by its constant vyhirling motion to throvr both men and animals off 
their legs, so that if crossing a crovded caravan, and broken by the İnterruption 
Of its courselthe danger of suffocation to those burled beneath its fall vould be 
very great. 

Such are (ho dangers of the desert, vhich remind us of those of the Svyiss 
Alps, vhere the viud sometimes raises up the snov, and fills the air vitn it like 
A mist vhich the eye cannot penetrate. Travellers may be suffocated by these 
tourmentes, as they are called, as effectualiy as by the sand-srorms, 

Pillars of snovr are also sometimes raiseq by the vind. Captain Lyon, vhile 
vintering in the arctic regions, nöticed one moving over the ice, 7“ The cir- 
enmnlerence of the column of 100se sov) vhich vras dravn into the vortex of tha 
vhirlvind vas at first very İnconsiderable, but İncreasing rapidly, it assumed the 
appearance of a small vater-spout.” 


CORAL REFF35, 


Some parts of the ocean are studded vith a peculiar kind of rock, very nar- 
Tv, but stretched out to a considerable length. İt is called a cora/ veef, and iş 
produced by innumerable small zoophytes popularly called cora/ insecis, The 
coral inscet consists of a litule oblong bag of )-liy cİssed at one end, but having 
he other extremity open, and surrounded by tentacles or feelers, usualiy six or

openings of v/hich they live, protruding their mouths and tentacles vehen under

Thes " animals cannot exist at R greater depth in the sea than about ten fathoms, 


and as the coral İslands: often rise vvith Ereat steepness from a sea more than 
three hundred fathoms deep, İt vrould see, 


taken place in the depth of the ocean sin 


, Their mode of vorking is, to build up pile upon pile 
of their roeky habitations, until" t length the vork: rises tə such a height that it 

ı A solid rocky base being thus formed, sea. 
shells, fragments of coral, sea-hedge-hog shells, and priekles, are united by the 
burning sun and the cementing calcareous sand into a solid stone, vhich gra- 
dually inereases in thickness, till it becomes so high that it is covered only by 
the spring tides. The heat of the sun so penetrates the mass of stone vhen İt İs 
dry, that it splits in many places, and breaka off in flakes. These flakes ara 
Talsed by the active surf, and throvn, vith: sand and shells of marine animais, 
hetveen and upon the foundation stones, vhere they offer to the seeds Of trees 
and plants cast up by the vaves a soil upon vhich they rapidiy grovv, over- 
shadov ing the dazzling vhite surface. Trunks of trees, carried by rivers from 
other countries and İslands, find here, at length, a resting-place ş vith: these 
come smail animals, such as lizards and İnsects, as the first inhabitanıs , sea- 
birds nestle there: strayed land-birds take refuge in the bushesş and at a much 
later period man also appears, and bullds his hut on the fruitful soil. 

Leefs are of various forms, İn some places they occur at a great distance 
from the land, and run nearly parallel vith it: these are called öarvicr re: fs, 
and are o:ten of enormous dimensions.

Lagoon İsland has been Applied, In this caso the reef approaches the form of a 
circle , and, surrounding a part Of the sen, produces ,a sheet of smooth vrater 
called a lagoon, or lake, vithin vhich are usualiy several smaller İslands. From 
this circumstance the v.ord island, as applied to the vrhole, has beon ob)ected to, 
ünd the term atoll substitnted, vhich is the name kiven to these circular groups 
of coral islets by the inhabitanta of the Indian Ocean,

GLACIİER TABLES, 


On the surface of the glaciers, or streams of ice vhich fill the upper valleys o 
nlpine dis:ricts, may frequentiy be noticed enormous blocks or slabs of stone 
perehed upon stems of ice, like huge mushrooms sometimes entirely, and at 
other times partly supported in the air. They are called Glacier “Tabİes, One 
of them, noticed by Mr. Forbes, consisted of a flat block of gBranite measuring 
Uventy-three feet by seventeen feet, and about three and a-half feet in tnicknes:. 
In the mouth of güne, 1942, İt vas easy to step üpen this stone from the general 
Surface of the glacier, but as the season advanced it changed its appearance re- 
markabiy., The vyaste of ice at the surface caused the glacier to sink.all round the

THE DEEAKING UP OF ICE FLOES, 


Sea vrater requfres a much greater degree of cold to freeze it than fresh vvater, 
and the motion of the vaves interferes vith the formation of solid ice. In the 
arectic regions, vrhen a strong freezing vind blovs over the ocean, the vater at 
the surface forms into a spongy mass, called sludge ş this has the effect, to some 
extent, of stilling the vaves, and it forms itself into small plates, vhich, being 
rounded by continual rubbing, are called by the sailors ancakes. These cakes,

Ram theseanluni tn v”inter lasts seven or eight months, during v”hich the cold 
İs fearfıılly severe. T"he greatest danger to the navigator is vhen the vvarmth 
Of summer has begun to 1oosen the icy floor ş, for the first strong vind, creating 
a svell in the ocean, breaks u the ice again into fields. These being set afloat, 
are, by the violence of the vinds and currents, broken into fioes, the size of 
vhich can he distinguished from the mast-head of a ship. If the feeld is broken 
up into a number of pieces, none of vehich are more than forty or fifty yards 
across, the vhole ss called a paek ş if the pieces are broad they are called a pateh , 
and vhen long and narrov, a stream, VVhen a ship can sail freely through the 
masses, the ice is said to be loose or open, and is called drift ice.
